These 
locks securely fasten the heavy, double-act- 
ing steel bolts, whieh shoot in all directions. 
The steel bolt work is all very finely finished, 
etched, and nickle plated, and covered with 
plate.glaus, hung in a steel angie frame se- 
cured to the bolt frames. Probably ho bank 
in the country is better protected than than 
the above institution. A correct idea of the 
finish and workmanship of this splendid 
specimen.of burglar-proof security | can only 
be obtained by personal inspection, and: it

same breakfast at the same time, and to 
this habit attributes his sound health and 
working powers: We have the man who 
believes in inspiration, and the man who 
thinks inspiration is a habit, and it is 
merely a matter of sitting down and rising 
on the exact minute each day.

To Rescue a Drowning Person. : 


successfully says Capt. Andrews, are cour- 
age and presence of mind. Always ap- 
proach the person in danger from behind. 


With the month of May come buds and. 


If clothed, seize the person by the collar 
of his coat er, if naked, by the-lair of» the 
head; press your knee in the small of his 
back; this will straighten out the body 
horizontally, while the straiii upon the 
arm of the rescuer in towing him keepe 
the face of the person rescued clear of the 
water, thus,enabling him to breathe freely, 
the rescuer using his right arm aid limbs 
to enable him to reach the shore jor other 

position of safety. 

When the person endangered keeps 
turning around, it is best to swim around 
him_until-he can-be—seized, as~ mentioned 
from behind, thus avoiding the drowning 
person’s grasp, which 1s-very tenacious. 

Should you, however, happen to be 
seized in the grasp of a drowning person, 
which frequently proves fatal to both, do 
not lose your presen¢ée of mind, but, hav- 
ing taken a full breath, allow yourself to 
sink with the person. In nine cases out

of ten he will let go his hold and endeavor 
to reach the surface, believing that you 
are also in-danger of drowning.--This- is 
“something every swimmer ought to know. 

Many of eur best swimmers shrink in- 
voluntarily from making the attempt to 
save a fellow-creature in danger of per- 
ishing. Should, however, the grasp be 
retained, endeavor to force them away by 
pressing the knee against the abdomen. 
In either case you can seize the person 
from behind, rise to the surface and strike 
out for the shore, as already described. 
The writer has frequently encountered 
persons who acted in both; ways, and is 
therefore speaking from longy experience. 
Another good plan is for the rescuer to 
throw himself upon his back, placing the 
person’s—head_in-the-pit-of-his own stony 
ach, kicking out vigorously with his legs 
at righpengles, as in. back swimming, 
having previously taken :a line of align- 
ment to steer by. In this way he can ac- 
complish a rescue with much greater ease. 
The author on one occasion rescued two 
persons in this way. 

When a person has sunk, and it becomes 
necessary, to dive; you can be guided by 
the air bubbles which rise to the surface, 
perpendicularly if a water is ie and 
Im- 
ely on Saal ue the haibiaes seize 
person; a! ’slight jerk will suffice to 
raise the body, and the surface may be 
reachled in a few seconds by pressing-the 
water. downward with the disengaged 
hand and both feet in the usual way. 

It may be that owing to the discolora- 
tion of the water or other causes, the per- 
son that sunk will reach the surface, while 
the would-be rescuer is searching beneath.

A Flower Convention. 


May 8rd, 1890, in Andover (42°35’ about) 
in-a-garden-plot- nine feet square, the 
spring bloomers, native and exotic named 
below, nodded and beamed at each other 
and those who are familar with their 
usual order of succession will understand 
the planter’s delight at this special dis- 
play. There were a few sprays (left over 
from the first week of April) of the Siber- 
ian Scilla and purple Hepatica—a grand 
show,

Virginian lungwort, bishop’s cap. from 
New Hampshire, two Jack’s in the pulpit 
half open, English daisies and English 
violets with a pale exquisite native violet 
‘‘at home’’.on-onr hills -a week later. A 
clump of maiden hair hurried out a few 
feathers and a lazy aspidium managed a 
perfect mati_of varnished_sprays;—other 
years, it seems to be the last thing to 
start. Four other species stood by and 
looked on. Their bloom had gone, and 
they were busy with their summer leaf 


work;-the-crocus,the snowdrop, the bulb- 


ocodium, and the White Mountain Hepat- 
ica. To my great joy, I found the little 
dandy yellow Erythronium had two buds 
ready to burst, and in another sunny. spot 
lo! a marvel! a pink ladies slipper three 
inches high with a perfect flower bud 
nodding on its tiny stem, This enterpris- 
ing little creature travelled from Boxford 
last August, and was thrown into the 
ground with soil and moss, as a useless 
experiment, Year after year the Ando- 
ver plants have failed (I will never give 
up anything from Boxford after this.) 
But I have giv the twin flower. It 
seems to neni comatn kind of old stump, 
a-carpet of pine needles and that costly 
extra, a grove.

LUXURY IN A LOCKUP. 


HOW PRISONERS HAVE ENJOYED © 


LIFE IN LUDLOW STREET JAIL: 


Some of the Noted “Financiers” Who 
Fared Sumptuously Behind the Bara in 


Past Times—The Unswerving Loyalty of ~ 


a Female Servant. 

A prison is a convent without God; 

Poverty, chastity, obedience its precegts are. 

The man who wrote these lines never 
heard of Ludlow Street jail in New York 
city, or he would have modified his po- 


etical- statements to-a-considerable-de-— 


gree. The bars and bolts of the, place 
have held fairly well in the case of poor 
debtors, but recent developments would 
seem to show that people with plenty of 
cash have been able to get out whénever 
they desired; that is at least temporarily 
and under guard of a well feed officer. 
The fact that serious abuses existed 


within the walls of the prison, and that _ 


the wealthy inmates had many privi- 
leges denied to their impecunious neigh- 
bors, came to light recently through the 
medium of two investigations, one un- 
dertaken by The New York Herald, di- 
rected toward the workings of the jail, 
and the other by a committee of the New 
York state senate; directed toward the 
general management of the sheriff's of- 
fice. Asa result, Warden Keating and 
several subordinates have been indicted 
by a grand jury for extortion, the ac- 
ceptance of bribes and other offenses 
against the laws. ; 

Before the exposure came which re- 
sulted in the arrest and removal of Keat- 
ing and the rest of the accused officials 
the two best known prisoners in Ludlow 
Street jail were Henry S. Ives and his 
partner, Stayner. A little over a year 
ago these two men made one of the most 
sensational failures of the age. They se- 
cured’ control of the Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton and Dayton railway, and upon their

“business” methods being revealed ‘went 


to smash” to the tune of $20,000,000 lia- 
bilities and very few available assets. 
The—legal_proceedings-instituted—ended 
in their being held to answer for their 
misdeeds in bonds of $250,000 each. They 
could not find sureties, and for fourteen 
months were supposed to. be living the 
life of ordinary prisoners. at Ludlow 
Street. In March of this year theamount 
of_their bail was reduced; ‘they secured 
bondsmen and walked, out. 

The testimony.ofIves, which he gave 
reluctantly before the senate investigat- 
ing committee, indicated that he and his 
partner had not suffered much from their 
long incarceration. But the privileges 
they enjoyed. had cost. money, and lots 
of it. 

For permission to remain out of jai) 
three days under guard until they had 
arranged their private affairs they paid 
$1,000. Board in the prison cost’ them 
$250 a week each; use of the parlor, $10an 
hour, and permission to go to a funeral 
accompanied by ‘a deputy, $80. Ina 
general way, and counting one thing 
with another, Ives swore that his meals 
and privileges at Ludlow Street jail cost 
him $10,000 a year. ‘‘Lodging,” he add- 
ed, ‘‘was thrown in.” 

Since Ludlow Street’ jail was erected 
in 1862 it has had several noted people 
for ‘‘guests” whose records more than 
match those madé by Ives and Stayner. 
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oss 'l'weed was the chiet among tnese, 
though at a later date Fish and Ward. 
who ruined Gen, Grant, came near 
wresting from him his bad eminence. 
All_of them fared sumptuously, but 
Ward perhaps best of all, for, besides 
material-comforts; his naturedemanded 
artistic nutriment, He occupied twe 
rooms on the ground floor, magnificently 
furnished with lounges, sofas, ottomans, 
carpets and a piano. That the outside 
view might harmonize with the elegance 


of the interior, he caused a flower garden. 


to be laid out beneath his window. 
Ward's pgrtner, Fish, got along with 
less gorgeous surroundings. <A «fellow 
prisoner who kept a diary wrote of him 
“Fish has not got a lamp yet. He pre. 
fers borrowing to buying.” The same 
chronicler in a later ertry expressed ad- 
miration for Fish's nerve: ‘*The old man 
had just been sentenced to ten years in 
state prison. Some oné wishing te sym- 
pathize with him said: 

“¢Mr Fish, 1 am sorry to hear of your 
sentence.’

‘**My dear boy,’ replied Fish, ‘do not 
mention. it. I have been a fool and I 
must suffer for it.’ 

“He gave McDonuld a bunch of flow-

Of quite another sort,than any of those 
mentioned, but equally famous in her 
way, was Becky Jones, who went to 


~-Ludlow Street jail for contempt of court.» 


Becky wasthe type of-a faithful servant. 
On his deathbed her master told her that 
disputes about property would certainly 
follow his dissolution, and drew from 
the willing woman tke promise that she 
would not reveal family matters affect- 
ing the-threatened litigation. 

The lawsuits came. Becky was called 
asa witness and told the judge she would 
not answer the questions put typer till: 
the day of the resurrection. ‘The judge 
was compélled to order her incarcera- 
tion, and while in jail she was the heroine 
of the hour and the secipient of every 
attention from aristocratic ladies who 
were delighted to honor her loyalty. 
She never told what she knew, but in 
due course of time secured release, de- 
spite her contumacy. ; 

As mentioned »before, Ludlow Street 
jail was built in 1862. It “was, and is 
yet to'a certain extent, a debtor's prison, 
but~ people may be confined there for 
other. causes, such as non-payment of 
alimony, contempt of court, breach of 
promise and offenses against the United 
States laws in the way of illegal use of 
the mails and the like. There are sixty- 
two cells in the jail arranged in three 
tiers, all above the ground floor, The 
latter is devoted to the .reception room 
and apartments which in former gays 
were parceled .out to wealthy ‘‘guésts” 
who could afford to pay royally for their

Mev\Who Have Faced Death and Disaster 
é with Cool Courage. i 

Any great disaster, coming-with sud- 
den shock and fury, has a tendency to 
bring out the heroic phase of human na- 
ture in strong relief against the back-\ 
ground of consternation and _ terror. . 
The emergency demands leaders, and the 
leaders are always to be found, They 
rise superior to the general panic, calm 
the fears of the terrified, atid organize 
the strong for the rescue of the wounded 
and the recovery of the dead.

This was strikingly illustrated on the 
night of the recent great catastrophe at 
Louisville, A husband, whose home was 
beyond the limits of the tornado’s path, 
rushed to the wrecked Falls City hall 
after the fatal whirlwind had gone by 
in search of his-wife,.who-was—there.in 
attendance on a meeting. Heading a 
party of men, he plunged into the ruins, 
One of the first corpses brought out was 
that of the loved woman he sought. No 
earthly joy or grief could touch her 
more, so he bore the body to a neighbor- 
ing house, arranged for its decent care 
and preparation for the grave, and then, 
sternly grand and self sacrificing in the 
presence of the awful calamity, returned 


~to the pit of death and toiled on through 


the memorable night, aiding, advising, 
cheering his comrades to their duty—be- 
reaved, desolate, but a hero. 

Previous disasters, similar in kind with 
the Louisville horror, are ennobled and 
rendered doubly memorable by the rec- 
ord of personal self sacrifice and the dis- 
play of traits alike honorable~ to the in- 
dividual and the age in which we live, 
When Mount Vernon, Ills., was devas- 
tated by the wind in February, 1888, a 
pathetic bit of romance-coupled itself 
with the otherwise long and unrelievéd

list of horrors, Joseph Shew and Josie 
Sutton were lovers, soon to be made man 
and wife. When the storm struck the 
devoted region the two were walking

of the corpses when found it was ren- 
dered undoubtedly apparent. that’ the 
young man had interposed his own body 
between the girl and the tornado ina 
vain attempt to shield her from the tem- 
pest’s fury, even at the sacrifice of his 
own life.

The history of the development. of 
the artistic sense in the race is quite as 
surprising as that of.the evolution of 
any other faculty or power, or of any 
great movement that may have had 
centuries for its, culmination. The 
student of art, commencing with prim- 
itive forms as discovered in the re- 
mains of Oriental cities, and passing 
through the cultured period of Greece 
to the dominancy of mediwval im- 
agery and on to the present time, will 
be struck with the advantages of each 
succeeding period, and the complete 
triumph of taste in our latest civiliza- 


_ tions. . 


Primitive art in Egypt, Assyria and 
Pheenicia, with its grotesque images 
and incongruous ideas of beauty, 
served to excite the'fears of the people, 
developing all the~ superstition of 
which they were capable, and thus be- 
came the source, not of moral educa- 
tion but of degradation and oppression 
of the intellectual life. 

Religion was not the motlier of su- 
perstitious art, for the latter really 
preceded the former, and became the 
mother of the superstitious symbols of: 
religion. In this way the wsthetical 


principle, untrained and without sub- . 


jective strength, ran- to objective 
forms that discredited it, and really 
perverted the religious principle itself. 

With the development of a refined 
esthetics among the Greeks religion 
had another chance of expressing it- 
self, but while primitive’ art tinctured 
religion with superstition, Grecian art 
corrupted it, and in time extinguished 
its open manifestation. As neither 
the one nor the other in any way &s-' 


sisted in the purification of religion or”}” 


the assertion of its teachings, Christi- 
anity finally appropriated it, and has 
both borrowed from it its entertaining 
power and conferred upon it its ap- 


‘ proval and benediction. 


At the present time art stands alone; 
it is not the handmaid of religion, nor 
is it related to religion any more than 
it is_to civilization. In this isolated 
condition it may be better viewed and 
estimated-than when vitally related to 
a particular religion or a particular 
form of civilization,._It-is now-in-bon- 
dage-to nothing, but is seeking a chan- 
nel of its own. a form and an expres- 
sion that must distinguish it from all 
associated developments of the art life 
in man, Free from the direction of 
religion it is not particularly directing 
or aiding religion, but. is developing 


_ itself in spontaneous forms according 


to its constitutional vigor, and with 
reference to_no ends but art itself, ex- 
cept the great end of -all conserving 
forces—the education of the race. 

Art is not for religion, but for itself, 
and to be. judged by what_it_is in it-_ 
self, unrelated to other things. .Thus 
its perfection, or imperfection, will be 
determined, not by its relation to re- 
ligion, but by its own potencies and 
the ends it serves in human society. 
It has outgrown primitism, cultured 
paganism and Roman Catholic indi- 
vidualism; and, being free, like com- 
merce, philosophy and social statis- 
tics, it should powerfully aid the race 
in culture, refinement.and progression. 
—Methodist Review.
